To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Northampton  Rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1958. 

The  returns  of  infectious  diseases  are  similar  to  the  rest  of 
the  County  showing  a  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  -  713 
compared  with  203  in  1957. 

We  can  now  he  satisfied  with  the  sewerage  of  all  the  villages 
apart  from  minor  adjustments  to  some  of  the  disposal  plants. 

Most  cases  of  people  living  in  slum  property  have  been  dealt  with 

and  I  have  received  few  complaints  of  overcrowding. 

* 

Vaccination  with  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  now  available  to  all 
up  to  25  years  of  age  and  there  should  be  no  excuse  for  anyone  in 
this  group  not  being  vaccinated.  Dr.  SaMc  has  shown  that  in 
America  as  a  result  of  vaccination  the  number  of  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  has  fallen  frcm  57,679  in  1952  to  5,894  in  1957 
showing  the  effectiveness  of  vaccination.

2.  Laboratory  Facilities 

Thc  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
whose  laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr.  C.  Hoyle,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological 
examination  of  water  samples  and  ice  cream  samples  is  also  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 

3 .  Diphtheria  Antitoxin: - 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the 
District  by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  be  obtained  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Guildhall  Road,  Northampton. 

4 .  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics : - 

Child  Welfare  Centres,  provided  by  the  County  Council,  are 
held  at  Duston,  Hackleton,  Kislingbury,  Weston  Favell  and  Roade. 

An  antenatal  clinic,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
is  available  at  the  County  Hall,  Northampton. 

3.  Tubercul os is  Survey ; - 

A  further  Mass  Radiography  survey  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  at  St.  Crispin  Hospital,  Duston,  The  number  of  patients  and 
staff  examined  in  this  survey  was  976.  A  survey  was  carried  out 
at  another  factory  in  the  District  where  131  of  the  employees  were 
examined . 

Tribute  should  bo  paid  to  the  high  percentage  of  people 
coming  forward  for  examination  -  it  is  hoped  that  the  excellent 
work  of  the  Hass  Radiography  Unit  will  bo  extended  within  the 

District.

1 .  'Water 


Again  I  have  to  record  that  the  main  Public  later  Supply 
is  not  yet  available  for  Castle  ^shby,  the  only  parish  in  the 
District  without  this  service.  The  existing  supply  has  been 
taken  over  by  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  connection  vail  be  rnde  to  the  main  supply  before 
long.  In  the  meantime  the  Castle  -ishby  supply  is  systematically 
chlorinated. 


At  present  there  are  eleven  known  public  wells.  Of  these 
four  have  pumps  in  working  order.  Most  of  the  wells  are  polluted.

Generally  speaking,  the  District  has  a  high  standard  as  regards  the 
purity  of  water  supplies.  The  me. in  supply  is  now  available  to  all  Parishes 
in  the  District  excepting  Castle  Ashby  and  .'hist on,  where  the  supplies 

are  chlorinated. 

Out  of  11  known  Public  Wells,  only  four  were  in  use  daring  1956 , 
compared  with  eleven  in  1 957 • 

Thi’pj ng  the  year  no  sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

Swimming  Pool 

During  the  season  90  samples  of  water  from  the  one  privately  owned 
public  swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of 
these,  89  were  satisfactory  and  1  showed  that  faecal  coli  were  present. 

Regular  inspection  was  exercised  throughout  the  summer  season  whilst 
the  swimming  pool  was  in  use.  Particular  care  was  taken  to  ensure  sterile 
water  conditions  there  and  a  real  contribution  towards  the  maintenance  of 
safe  conditions  for  bathers  has  been  the  ready  co-operation  of  die 
management . 

Tents.  Vans.  Sheds  and  Similar  Structures. 

During  the  year  work  commenced  upon  the  construction  of  the  first 
part  of  the  Yorkshire  Motorway  which  traverses  the  District  from  the 
north  west  to  the  south.  A  method  of  accommodating  part  of  the  labour 
force  required  has  been  the  use  of  modern  trailer  caravans,  these  have 
from  time  to  time  moved  up  and  down  the  course  of  the  motorway  giving 
rise  to  certain  difficulties  in  keeping  control  of  health  amenities  of 
the  inmates.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  supervising  th^se 
moveable  dwellings  and  in  maintaining  a  satisfactory  s  oandarci.  of 
cleanliness.

HOUSING 

Apart  from  the  large  amount  of  private  housing  development 
which  has  continued  throughout  the  year  the  trend  towards  the 
bringing  up  to  date  of  existing  houses  has  strenthened  throughout 

the  year. 

Numerous  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Council  to  obcain 
improvement  grants  towards  raising  the  overall  standaru  oi  amenities 
in  older  houses. 

The  modernisation  of  the  older  type  of  Council  houses  was  in 
progress  at  Cogenhoe  and  Little  Billing  during  the;  ye-ar.  Council 
houses  in  a  number  of  parishes  have  already  been  modernised  and 
more  are  under  consideration.  These  council  schemes  have  conoributed 
considerably  to  the  high  overall  standard  of  housing  in  the  District.

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  six  supplementary  licences 
were  issued  durin  g  the  year,  to  enable  firms  from  outside  the  area 
to  retail  pasteurised  i.iilk  within  the  District ,  and  three  licences 
were  issued  for  sterilised  milk  to  De  sold.  Three  licences  wore 
issued  to  traders  outside  tne  area  to  sell  raw  tuberculin  tested 
milk  in  the  area. 

Eleven  licences  were  also  issued  to  enable  dealers  whose  premises 
are  within  the  District  to  sell  milk  under  the  special  designation 
'Pasteurised1 ;  four  for  the  special  designation  'Sterilised  ,  and 
two  for  the  special  designation  'Tuberculin  Tested'.

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At  Hardingstone  no  significant  alterations  'aero  carried  out 
during  the  year.  An  Aiiwick  atomised  spray  device  was  installed 
to  be  operated  by  compressed  air  and  used  mainly  when  the  cesspool 
emptier  empties  the  sewage  settlement  tanks  weekly.  This  helps 

to  keep  the  premises  free  from  smell  nuisance. 

Th.  disease  known  as  Cysticercus  3ovis,a  tapeworm  communicable 
to  man.  was  detected  in  83  beasts  of  which  number  it  was  necessary 
to  detain  28  to  the  cold  store  for  a  period  of  21  days  treatment. 

It  can  be  said  that  the  co-operation  of  the  management  of  the 
slaughterhouses  was  obtained  in  the  maintenance  of  a  good  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  order.
